long Petrograd despatches dealing 
with the military operations in this 
istrict are absent from the London 
newspapers this morning, which 
would seem to indicate a censorship 
has been imposed. 

A Petrograd despatch to the Daily 
Mail, dated Thursday, refers at some 
length to the alleged instructions of 
the German emperor to his staff that 
an attempt to capture Warsaw must 
be made at all hazards. Rumors of 
such instructions have been current 
for some days and according to the 
Novoe Vremya the plan is connected 
with the idea that the ° capture of 
Warsaw would provide a _ suitable 
moment for the proposal of a peace 
conference. The Novoe Vremya says" 

“The very violence with which the 
Cerman efforts are being made provo 
that some great gain is sought.”

PARIS, Dec. 17-—No fewer than 54 
per cent, of the French wounded re- 
turned to the firing line before Dec 
12, according to interesting figures 
supplied today by the surgical’ de- 
partment of the ministry of war. 

Ot the remainder 24 per cent. had 
been given convalescent leave, 17 per 
cent, were still in hospitats, and 1 +93 | 
per cent, had been discharged from 
the army. Three and a half per cent. 
of the wounded died. The statistics 
demonstrate the remarkable advance 
made in surgery and show a lower 
pereentage of deaths from wounds 
than in any previous war,

OTTAWA, Dec, 17—The militia de- 
partment has ordered a thorough in- 
vestigation into last night's disorders 
at the Bourassa meeting when some 
twelve soldiers of the second contin- 
gent were conspiciour leaders in the 
interruptions which broke up the 
meeting.

LONDON, Dec. 17—The casualty 
lists containing the nameg of those 
who were killed in the bombardment 
of the east coust towns of Scarbor- 
ough, Hartlepool and Whitby yester- 
day, were issued today. There are 85 
names in the lists and of these 47 are 
women and children and 38 men and 
‘boys, at least 16 boys.

names. At least 82 are known to be 
dead there, but some are as yet un- 
identified. The sericusly wounded 
number about 120 and the slightly 
wounded between 200 and 390, In 


Hartlepool 85 houses were struek by 
shells with four churches and one 
school, There is a pathetic repeti- 
tion of some of the names, showing 
that many families suffered more 
than a single loss, The names of the 
soldiers killed in the trenches are not 
included and these no doubt, will be 
included in the official army lists. 


At Scarborough John Hail, justice 
of the peace, is included among the 
killed, while many of the names are 
of people in Bellevue street, which 
was evidently badly shelled: At Har- 
tlepool the Mrs. Caws and daughter 
given are the wife and daughter of 
EXxxciseman Caws. The Misses Kay 
mentioned lived in the east pare of 
the town, the address not being speci- 
fied.
